Pesticides 
Hard Wildlife 


The growing intensity the storm 
against the present pattern use pesti- 


cides purportedly against insects may 
some results. The almost complete eradi- 
cation bird, insect, rodent and other 
animal life some areas scarcely 
fitting monument those who have dis 
persed lethal doses many the hun- 
dreds new poisons developed 
last decade. There growing evidence 
that where such birds quail, robins, 
pheasants and other wildlife 
sublethal doses such chemicals diel- 
dren and heptachlor, varying degrees 
sterility result. 

The Fish and Wildlite Service 
has found that not only game and song 
birds are destroyed when such agricul- 
some areas the extent two pounds 
per acre, but fish adjoining streams, 
ponds and lakes suffer high and 
some cases hundred percent mortality. 

some disease produced high 
rate mortality among our wildlife 
has resulted from some the pesticide 
useage, the public would call for drastic 
action. Little has been done. There has 
been lost will those who ap- 
ply poisons the land without having 
learned what the the 
present manner application might be. 

The Wolf Bill regulate the use 
insecticides which was submitted the 
last Congress was not passed because the 
opposition from pesticide manufacturers 
and those agencies and 
terested their use opposed with great 


power. 
Water Credo Adopted 


The Water Pollution Con- 
trol Advisory Board met last January and 
recommended strengthened water pol- 
lution control program. 
mending increased aid the presently 
inadequate state and local programs, the 
Board concurred the adoption 
credo: (1) users water not have 
inherent right pollute; (2) users 
public water have responsibility for 
returning them nearly clean 
technically possible; and (3) prevention 
just important control pollu- 
tion. The Board also accepted the recom- 
mendation that recreational 
water should recognized full 
partner with domestic, industrial and 
management policies and programs.

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Making Equipment for Insect Study 


MALVINA TRUSSELL 


Teachers, scout leaders and others who work with groups nature study are often faced with the need for carrying out 
program insect study. insect net and cage for observing insects are often demand. This TIPS gives information these 
which will prove useful. The following outline presented for preparing the insect net. 


INSECT NET Preparation handle: 
Materials needed: Saw handle old mop broom. 
One wire coathanger With end saw, make grooves one end each 


side handle depth equal thickness the wire 


One half yard cheap curtain material 
and length indicated illustration for the por- 


Five inches heavy cloth for facing net tion wire which extends down handle. 

One mop broom handle. dowel can used With ice pick, small nail, make hole the end 


wire. 


II. Tools needed: Assembling parts: 
Saw Place wire groove one side handle. See that 
bent portion hole made handle, and that wire 
extending the handle fits flush with top groove. 
Pliers necessary, hammer wire hole and groove. 
Ice pick small nail Place staples across wire and drive handle until wire 
secure note illustration 
III. Directions: Run free end wire through binding net. 
Cut coathanger each side below twisted portion Secure remaining end wire 
hook. 


Bend shown illustration. 
Measure distance around circular portion net. 


Cut bend inches wide, and length above 
circle, from heavy material allow inch for seam. 


Cut curtain material fit above band with depth 
inches for air net inches for water net. 


Sew one side band curtain material, fold over and 


sew other side securely through curtain material and

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CONSTRUCT INSECT CAGE 


There are many occasions when suitable insect cage for 
displaying live insects apparatus for classroom. 
examination nature study literature featuring helps will 
usually reveal various plans for constructing insect cages. For 
those who might not have access such plans the following 


Materials needed: 


Two pie tins with vertical sides 


Piece hardware cloth 30” 18”, size mesh deter- 
mined size insects you wish keep for study 
One yard hay wire 


Two wire coathangers 


Tools needed: 
Pliers 
Ice pick 
Tin shears 


Metal file 


III. Construction: 
Bend hardware cloth into cylinder which fits snugly 
inside pie tin. overlap sufficient, cut off excess 
with tin shears.

Fasten overlap lacing with hay wire. 


With ice pick make two holes each pan, one hole 
opposite the other about half the distance from top 
bottom side. 


Cut two pieces wire from the bottom coathang- 
ers. 


With metal file sharpen one end each wire; 
from the other end bend right angle the wire. 


Place the cylinder hardware cloth inside one the 
pans. Place one the wires through the holes the pan 
and the mesh the hardware cloth. 


from center the second pie tin, make hole 
with ice pick and the same distance the Opposite 
side the center make another hole. 


Cut piece wire long from the side one the 
coathangers. Bend into shape with top being 
across. Place ends wire through holes from outside 
pan. the inside, bend one half inch wire each 
end. This makes handle for carrying cage.
